Messiah comes before the 
scepter 


has departed from Judah. Little did 
Aujrnstus-realize^that his decree re- 
quiring all the world to -no taxed 
would have any1, part in thy fulfillment 
of prophecy. By that decree Mary 
is required to go to Bethlehem at 
the time the Christ may have to be 
presented to the world. 
Darius and Cyrus may have thought^ 
they were advancing their own glory 
when they defeated the plans of Sen- 
nacherib in Babylon but they were 
working in accord, with prophecy f,or 
in the rebuilding of Jerusalem they 
were preparing the way for. the Mes- 
siah.
